The  two  sizable  open  space  proposals  in  the  Charlestown  renewal  plan 
are  Little  Mystic  Recreation  Area  of  16  acres  and  the  Community  College 
site  involving  approximately  24  acres  of  recreational  space. 

Other  proposals  include  improvement  of  the  W.  J.  Barry  School^  Playground, 
expansion  of  the  Edwards  School  Playground,  and  development  of  a  play 
area  at  Rutherford  and  Union.   Three  schools  and  play  yards  are  planned 
to  replace  those  existing  facilities  and  occupy  5  times  the  amount  of 
land  as  follows:

In  the  South  End,  including  Castle  Square  early  land  acquisition,  a 
total  of  approximately  14  acres  is  proposed  for  recreational  areas. 

Five  schools  and  their  playgrounds  are  proposed  for  abandonment  with 
a  total  of  1.66  acres  of  recreational  space.   The  playgrounds  adjacent 
to  the  new  schools  shall  total  about  6  1/2  acres.   In  addition,  a  4- 
acre  site  is  proposed  for  a  play  area  adjacent  to  a  community  facility 
proposed  on  Washington  Street.   The  Carter  playground  across  from  the 
new  intermediate  school  shall  be  enlarged  by  4  acres  to  a  9  acre 
playground j  and  the  existing  I  lackey  School  playground  shall  be  enlarged, 
Finally,  the  Rotch  playground  shall  be  relocated  on  a  larger  site. 


The  existing  Blackstone  end  Franklin  Squares  are  proposed  for  rehabilitation 
Also  "linear  parks"  are  designed  along  Columbus  Avenue,  Warren  Avenue, 
and  Dover  Street,  including  about  4  acres  of  parks  provided  with   trees, 
grass,  paved  areas^and  street  furniture.   Additional  small  parks  are 
proposed  in  new  residential  areas  and  rehabilitation  sites  as  well.

In  the  Washington  Park  renewal  plan,  the  largest  open  space  proposed  is 
the  expansion  of  Washington  Park  from  9.09  to  13.61  acres,  designed  in 
conjunction  with  the  MDC  facilities  at  Washington  and  Humboldt. 

Four  school  sites  are  proposed  with  a  total  lot  area  of  20.25  acres.   At 
this  time  there  is  a  design  available  only  for  the  Humboldt  Ave.  School 
proposing  1.69  of  the  5.10  acre  site;  as  play  area.   Two  school  play- 
grounds totalling   1.03  acres  shall  be  abandoned.
